London, Aug. 1. — A late special dispatch 
says Jupcu made a formal declaration of 
war upon China to-day, Lord Kimberley 
at onoo wired all British representatives 
abroad to warn captains of merchant vessels 
of the fact, in order that they might form 
their cargoes accordingly. Any contraband 
of war comprised in tho cargoos will be 
landed at tho riak of tho owners of tho ves- 
sels carrying them. 

A dispatch from Tientsin states that Col. 
von Hannekin, formerly aide de camp of 
Hung Chung, viceroy of China, who was on 
board the Kow Shung when sho Bank, was 
savod. 'The dispatcu further states that an 
inquiry respeoting tho sinking of that veaael 
has beon inatituted. It is believed thero 
waa no engagement on July 30. Tho Chineso 
legation deny that tho Foo Ishing partici- 
pated in tho naval engagement of July '27. 

Member of Parliament Reed, formerly 
chief constructor of tho English navy, de- 
clares that tho only voaeol of the Japaueso 
navy worthy of the name of ironclad Is tho 
Fooso. Tho Voshi, the latest Japanese ves- 
sel built in England, Mr. Reed Bays, is tho 
fattest cruiaor afloat, and hus speed equal to 
the American cruiser Columbia. 

Tho Japanese miniator to-day expressed 
to Minister of Foreign Affairs Kimborley 
the regret of his government for tiring on tho 
EngliBh vessel Kow Shung. Ho offered an 
apology and promised full reparation. 

YOKOHAMA, Aug. 1. — The following ofii- 
cinl statement of tho ditticulties between 
China and Japan haB been issued by the 
Japanese government : 

"Japan and China were approaching a 
settlement of tho dilliculties when Uhit.a 
suddenly suggested that Japau withdraw its 
fleet from Coroa and give formal compliance 
with the Chinese demands by tho 20. h, or 
otherwise tho whole Chinese forces were to 
land and an advance upon the part of China 
would be made. The Japaueao regarded this 
as an ultimatum, but actiug under tho advice 
of friendly poworB agreed to the proposals in 
principal in an amended form, at the same 
time declaring that if tho threatened Chi- 
neso advanco wbb mado on the 20th it would 
bo regarded as an overt act. It is conjec- 
tured that the Japanese commundera were 
instructed to bo on tho watch for tho Chi- 
nese war.-hips, and seeing tho latter advanc- 
ing July 27, oponed fire." 

Tokio, Japan, Aug. 1. — At noon to-day 
the Japanese government officially declared 
war against China, Instructions are said 
to have been given the Japanese minister 
in London to apologize to England for fir- 
ing on tho Kow Shung while she was flying 
the British flag. Captain Galowortby, the 
English captain of the Kow Shung, and a 
number of othera were aaved by boats from 
the Japanese cruiBer Maniwa. 

Tien Tsin, Aug. 1.— A naval battle was 
fought on Monday between tho Chineso and 
Japanese floots. The Japanese sank the 
Chinese warship Chen Yuen, and two large 
cruisers, supposed to be vessels built lor 
China by Armstrong, were captured and 
destroyed. 

The Chen Yuen was a battleship of 7,400 
tons displacement, fitted with com- 
pound armor at tho water lino. Her 
battery included four two-inch guns pro- 
tected by armored breaBt works and two 
small Krupp gunB, 11 Hotchkiaa cannon and 
tubes for Whitehead torpedoes, two inch 
and Ginch KruppB and a secondary battery 
of HotchkiBB revolving cannon. The Chen 
Yuen was built for China at tho Stettin 
works. She was a sister ship of the Ling 
Yuen and woa tho moat powerful ship in tho 
ChineBonavy with tho oxception of tho Ling 
Yuen. Tho Foo Ching waa also an English 
built protectad cruiser, very similar to the 
Chen Yuen. Sho had a displacement of 
2,500 tons: was built of Bteel in 1890, and 
carried ton guns of about tho Bamo 
caliber as those carried by the Chen Yuen. 

Tho battle wus hotly contested, but tho 
Japaueae appoar to have handled their guua, 
BhipB and torpedoes with more skill than 
tho Chinese. The Chineao float engaged 
carried nearly 1,000 men, and a largo num- 
ber are reported killed or drowned. Lkter 
dispatches aay that fow if any of tho Chineao 
ongaged in tho battle escaped. Two Ger- 
man officers in command ot tho Chen Yuon 
aro roported to have met death with the 
crew. 

It is roported that tho Japanese forces 
attacked tho Chinese position at Yuahan 
on Friday and Saturday last. Tho Jap- 
anese, it is said, woro repulsed with 
heavy loss. Tho Chineso loss was trivial. 

Another report from Shanghai says : Oa 
tho morning of July 25, the day after tho 
attack on the Chinese transports, which re- 
sulted in the sinking of the Kow Shung, tho 
Japanese warships Takachico and Hnyoi at- 
tacked tho ironclad Chen.Vuon. After a 
long and donporato fight the Japs were 
boaten off and tho Heyei disabled. Tho 
Chen Yuon, though badly disabled, suc- 
ceeded in reaching port in Bafoty, in com- 
pany with two gunboats that olao partici- 
pated in tho engagement, i They went into 
tho dry dock for repairs. Tho Chinoso are 
strongly entrenched at Yashan and tho 
Japanese aro unable to dislodgo thorn, being 
repeatedly repulsed with heavy losaos. The 
Chinoao losses are small. 

Korean adviceo stato that Japan is pro- 
paring to withdraw tho troops from Seoul 
and reinforco tho army in front of Yaahan 
with tho viow of renewing tho attaoks on 
Yashan. 

A despatch to tho " Times " from Pekin, 
dated July 21), saya : "China's attitude, 
hitherto conciliatory, was oomplotoly 
changed after the sinking of tho Kow 
Shung. Tho Viceroy, in an interview In 
Tientsin, declared that if war was onco 
provoked China would fight to tho bittor 
ond, " 

Tho Earl of Kimborley, Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, rocoived a dispatch thiB 
morning from Hugh Eraser, British min- 
ister in Tokio, announcing tho declaration 
of war. Ho was visitod this afternoon by 
tho .JapaneBO miniator, who personally com 
tnunicatod to him a similar announcement 
of tho declaration. Tho government will 
hold a mooting within the next two days to 
consider tho attitcdo of Groat Britain on 
the Korean question, Dospite tho explan 
ation of and apology of tho Japanoso on ac 



count of the Kow Shuog affair, the greatest 
indignation Is still felt, by shipowners und 
other persons interested in the Eastern trade. 
They insist that tho government must press 
Japan for ample compensation and for assur- 
ances of hotter faith in the future. All tho 
stories of Japanese orueltios are regarded in 
shipping oiroles as true, and the Japaueso 
are donouncod as cowardly and bloodthirsty, 
A dispatch from Yokohama states that 
the commander of the Japanese squadron 
reports that the captuin of the Kow Shung 
desired to surrender, but was prevented by 
her crew and the troops from doing so. The 
vessels whioh China purchased for the pur- 
poses of war from England would have been 
ready to sail in a few days more and tho loss 
of their services is expooted to provo a 
serious check to China's plans. The declara- 
tion of war ulso puts in a peculiar position 
thoBo English army offioers who wore taken 
recently into the Chinese service and aro 
now on the way to Chinese ports. Tho ofii 
cars in question will bo liable to arreBt under 
the Foreign enlistment aot tho moment thoy 
como within tho jurisdiction of Britiah 
authority in any troaty port. At tho Bamo 
time they will have no valid claim upon 
Great Britain's protection if thoy bo oaught 
by tho Japanese. 

The Standard's Cheofoo correspondent 
Bends a long account of the sinking of the 
Kow Shung. Part of his story morely con- 
firms what has alroady beon roportod. 
Other parts ore as follows : After tho 
Jupaneee hud boarded the Kow Shung tho 
Chinese troops woro intensely oxcitod, and 
threatened to kill tho oflicers if tho lattor 
followed tho Naniwa as they had boon 
ordered to do. Tlio captain signalled this 
to tho Naniwa. Tho Japanese boarded 
the transport ogoin. Colonel Von Hanno- 
ken emphasized tho fact that thero waa no 
war an I contended that tho British flag was 
inviolable. Ho also claimod tho right to 
return to China. Tho hoarding party de- 
parted and the Nuniwa signalled to tho offi- 
cers to quit tho Kow Shung. Tho captain 
replied that tho troops would not allow it. 
The Naniwa thereupon launchod two tor- 
pedoes and delivered a broadside. Tho 
Chinese returned tho firo with field guna 
aboard the Kow Shung and with rifles. 
After fiftoen discharges of the Naniwa tin 
tonners tho Kow Chung sank by the stern. 
Tho Hritish flag was flying while Bho was 
sinking. Tho Nauiwa continued the 
fusilado with her machine, guns and lowered 
boats which roamed around and killed tho 
Chinese struggling in the water. Strenuous 
efforts woro made to doatroy all tho wit- 
nesses. Sevon Englishmen, besides tho 
ship's officers, were killed. Col. Von Han- 
nekon Brrived in Chemulpo on tho 28th. He 
extolled tho splondid behavior of the 
Chineae. 

London, Aug. 2. — The Times corre- 
spondent in Chu Foo sends substantially 
the story as published by the Standard con- 
cerning the Kow Shung affair. After point- 
ing to the divorse accounts of the 
aflair, the Times says if tho Japanese 
story that the Chung Yuen first 
fired a torpedo at the Naniwa is accurate, 
tho ChineBO were guilty of flagrant treach- 
ery, and what followed is explained. If 
the story from Cbee Foo is correot the 
British flag was seriously outraged and a 
hideous massacre worthy of the most bar- 
barous timoB and savage people of Asia was 
committed. 

St. PETERSBURG, Aug. 1. — The Russian 
press unanimously declares that Russia will 
not tolerate any abridgment of Corean ter- 
ritory or suaponBion of hor independence, no 
matter what may be the result of tho war 
between China and Japan, nor will sho per- 
mit any interference on bohalf of Great 
Britain or any other party if such interfer- 
ence conflicts with the interests of Rufsia 
It is urged by tha newspapers that military 
and navol measures be adopted in the Pacific 
and upon the frontlor which will maintain 
tho interests of Russia in the event of hor 
being called upon to defend them. 

The Russian newspapers agree that tho 
European powers aro inclined to bo too ac- 
tive in attompting to settle tho conflict 
botween China and Japan. If a European 
peacemaker ia needed, they Bay Russia's 
claim muBt bo paramount. 

The " Novoo Vremya " says : " The 
first duty of tho powors is to endoavor to 
looalizo tho war in Korea." 

The editors, with few exceptions, urgo 
RuBBia to Bupport China's suzoranity, but 
hardly conceal thoir opinion that Russia 
will benefit from such a course. 

SHANGHAI, Aug. 1. — The damage to the 
Chen Yuen is so great that some timo must 
elapse before it can bo fully repairod and tho 
veaBel is sent out to tho sceno of operations. 
Six Chinese transports packed with troops 
sailed on Monday from Chen Foo. They 
were convoyed by throo warships. 

Tho North China News confirms tho re- 
port ot fiuliting at Y'ushun. It sayB that 
tho Japaneso brought up for tho attack 
every available man, almost denuding Sooul 
of troops. Tho successful defence made by 
tho Chineso waa directed by European 
ollicers. 

A letter from Hankow says that the out- 
break of hostilities revived all the native 
fanatioiam of the Chineao. Foroignors aro 
inBulted oponly and violonce is fearod. A 
number of heavy gunB have boen added to 
tho artillery at Tuku harbor in tho laBt three 
dayB, and eubmarino minos have boon laid 
in oxpootation of un attack from tho 
Japanese (loot. Groat ularm is felt at Taku 
as tho pooplo there believo that any day 
may bring aovoral Japanoso war vcbboIb and 
bombardment. Tho stoom launches of 
tho Chineao oustoms sorvico are acouting 
along tho coast to ascertain whothor or not 
tho Japaneao aro approaching. Thoir oflicoi B 
roport that sovoral Japanese cruisers have 
beon aeon in tho gulf of Pochili. Tho abiliiy 
of tho Tuku forts to withstand a bombard- 
ment is doubted. Tho fort works woro not 
built to resist the fire nf modern guns. 

Yokohama, Aug. 1. — Tho Japanoso gov- 
ernment hus iaauod tho following official ac 
count of tho engagement betwoen tho 
Chineso and Jupaneao warships, whioli ro- 
sultod in tho Binking of the transport Kow 
Shung: "Tho Chineao oruiaors, Chilli 
Yuen and tho Kuwanii, wero obaervod 
steaming from Kaeau, und n transport car 
rying Chinese Boldiern, convoyed by the 
ChinoRO warship Tsao Kiang was Been com 
ing from Tokio towards Kasan. , Tho 
Japanese cruisers Akitsuau, Yoehino and 
Naniwa mot tho Chineso wurshipB near 
Panto iBlund. Tho Chineso did not salute, 
hut mado warliko preparations. In ordor 
to get out of tho narrow wutern in which 
thoy woro situated, tho Japunoao cruisers 
put to sea, whereupon tho Tsao Kiang 
pureuod tho Naniwu, which thereupon put 
about und stoamod towards tho two Chinoao 
ships. 

Tho Chilli Yuen and tho Kuwanii, how 
over, rotroatod and the Chihi Yuon hoisted 
tho white flag above tho Japaneso naval

Important Customs Ordor Relatiup; to 
the Collection of " Ad Val- 
orem" Duties. 



Order Restored at the Isle of Orleans 
—New Government 
Dredge. 



(From Our Own Correspondent.) 
OTTAWA, Aug. 1. — A misconception 
oppearB to have arisen with reepoct to the 
ordor recently promulgated by the board of 
customs respecting tho markot valuo of 
goods purohased in bond. To secure 
uniformity the board has called attention to 
tho fact that in collecting ud valorem dutios 
under sootion 58 of the customs act, such 
dutios are to bo levied upon the fair market 
value of the goods as sold for home con- 
sumption in tho principal markets of the 
country, whence and at the time when the 
aame wero exported direotly to Canada. 
The departmental decision is that the price 
actually paid for tho goods purchased in 
bond in any foreign market is not tho valuo 
for duty in Canada. To tho price paid 
for tho goodB in bond thorn must bo addod a 
customa or internal revenue duty leviable in 
tho country whore the goods are puichaaed 
In bond. Thia 1b not u new deciaion. This 
practice haa boen in voguo ainco lHSIi, but 
in order to Bocuro uniformity of collection 
of duty at the various porta it has boen 
deemed advisable to iaauo thia circular. 

According to tho latest advices received 
from tho Isle of Orleans, whero people havo 
been resisting the payment of tolls on the 
yovernmont wharf, tho prompt action of the 
department in Bending Dominion policemen 
thero has had a salutary effect on tho popu- 
Uo", 

The Department of Public Works will 
shortly call for tonders for tho construction 
of a new steel dredge for salt water sorvico. 
Thoappropriations for tho vessel aro $40,000. 
Hor hull will be built entirely of steel. She 
will bo tho first of the kind to bb constructed 
for tho Dominion Government.

Ho 
believes that this war will lead to complica- 
tionB which will result in tho Bpeedy lBying 
of the Pacifio cable, oither to Japan or 
China and Australia, as this routo appears 
tho only Bafo outlet for Eastern countries in 
caeo of war.

Details of tlii Sweepinsr Conflajjfaiion 
—lieu, Women and Children 
Forced to Flee. 



Every Building Burned Down on the 
Pathway of the Terrible 
Destroyer. 



(Jfrom tlio Slocan Prospector.) 

For two or threo woeka fires have been 
burning in the timber along drponter 
erenk between Kow Donvor and Three 
Forks, and on Monday approachod the lat 
ter place and burned six or oight cabins 
when a fortunate change of wind carried the 
fire away from town. All day Monday, 
and until the time of its destruction on 
Tuesday, the citizens of Three Forks were 
fighting the tiro to prevent its entering the 
town. About 2 o'clock Tuesday the wind 
rose higher than before, and the firo com- 
municated from burning trees to buildings 
in tho neighborhood ot WiIbou & Burns' 
slaughter house. On ward the fiames Bwept 
along and across the narrow street until all 
the principal buildings of the town wore in 
tiamea and burning rapidly to the ground. 
Meunwhile tho inhabitants wore fheing for 
their lives. Most of thorn mado their way 
through dense smoke and flying firebrands, 
over burning logs and oiudors and hot earth 
and rocks to the Slocan Star ore house, 
across the creek below town. Auother party 
of 25 or :10 fbd up tho road toward Bear 
Lake pursued by tho flamos, and were ob- 
liged to soek refuge in a tunnel, after trav- 
elling two and a half miles. Geo. Hughes, 
J W. Lowes and possibly a few others got 
t 'irough to Boar lako by dashing through 
the flanieB. 

Thoro were women in both parties. Mrs. 
Bowen's children's clothes wero burning at 
times, and it was with difficulty that they 
roached the ore houso without being cre- 
mated. Mrs. Mcllale, a guest at tho 
liowen house, fainted, and was carried to a 
place of safety. Mr. and Mrs. Weaver, 
who kept the bath house, wero drivon into 
the creek, and remained submerged to their 
nocks in water for more than an hour — 
thoir only chance from being burned to 
death. They were scorched and their eyes 
nearly put out. by snioko. Mr. Williams, 
who lived near, also saved himself by 
jumping into the creek. His eyos wore so 
badly injured that it was feared that ho 
would lose his eight entirely. Every per- 
son in tho town Buffered from the smoke in 
their eyes. 

By ,'! o'clock, where but an hour before 
stood one of tho busiost little towns in 
British Columbia, tcarcoly a vestige re- 
mained. The inhabitants lost everything, 
for though the fire had been very threaten- 
ing for two days there was no place of 
safoty to which goods and valuables could 
be removed. Some trunks and other articles 
wero takon to Lemon's cellar, but the tim- 
bers took fire and most of the contents were 
burned. Several tons of powder and cases 
of detonators were also stored in tho cellar, 
and as the timbers were burning until the 
next day it was extremely hozirdous to go 
near it. It was opened, however, and H. H. 
Pitts saved his books in a blackened con- 
dition. Lemon's books were damaged. 
Some other things in the cellar wero saved, 
but $600 supposed to have been there in a 
trunk was not found) The bacon and hams 
stored in Wilson & Burns' cellar threw a 
clear, white light over the desolate scene. 

News of the firo did not roach New 
Denver until G o'clock. Word was brought 
down by MeBsrs. Foster and Clever. There 
was a hasty meeting of citizens, and mes- 
sengers were dispatched to inquire into tho 
wants of the unfortunate people and to in- 
vite them to come and remain in Now 
Denver until their more pressing wants wero 
supplied. E. C. Carpenter came down 
that night and went on to Revelstoke to 
telegraph the Three Forks townsite com- 
pany at Victoria. M»ny persons came 
down next day, and Charles Aylwin placed 
his houso at their disposal. They now oc- 
cupy it. 

Tho fire was only a few minutos in travel- 
ing from Three Forks to Bear Like. Some 
of Hughes' men had teams hitched to wag- 
ons, and had to cut tho traces, jump on tho 
horses' backs and escape in that way. At 
Bear Lako and Watson, men, women and 
children ran to tho lako and remained in 
the water while their homes and places of 
bunineus wero being consumed. E R. 
Atherton had stored most of his goods in 
his cellar, which proved to be fire-proof, 
and they wero saved. The sawmill a mile 
btyond Watson wasburnod. 

Tho loBses by firo cannot well be estimat- 
ed, but are roughly given as follows, subject 
to correction : At Three Forks — C. Bowon, 
hotel and bar stock, $3 000 ; R. E. Lemon, 
general merchandise, $3,000 ; Pitts Bros, 
general merchandise, $10,000 ; Galona Trad- 
ing Co., gonoral merchandise, $10,000 ; 
Lo*es it Crane, hotel, $1,000; Goorge 
Hughi ► .'1 000 "re s-*cks, feed, buildings, 
eiu , $3,0 in : Wilaon & Burn?, meats, 
$3 000 J Weaver, $1,000 j Malley it Laatz, 
$300 ; Jas. Boyd, $700 ; Clair Bros., $300s 
Hugh Cameron, $7' O ; G. H. Aitken, $.-.00 ; 
Geo. Pfundor, $500 ; other Iobsob on build- 
ings, household gno.ls, wearing apparel, etc., 
$20,000 ; total, $00,000. The losses sub- 
mined at Hughes' and Gilliam's camps, 
Bear Lako and Watson and tho sawmill, 
foot up about $.'10,000, making a grand total 
of $90,000. 

CHLNA CHEEK MINES. 

A Trial Shipment of Ore to bo Sent: to Tu- 
coma from the King Solomon. 

Very favorablo reports of tho mining out- 
look at Ainerni are brought back by Mr. F. 
T. Child, who returned homo on Tuesday, 
from a two weeks' trip to Alberni and China 
Croek. Tho King Solomon mine on China 
creok is a very fine looking claim. A num- 
ber of men under Mr. McQuillan are at 
work there putting on a faoo to tunnel, and 
in a wook or ten d*ys will bo taking out 
ore. The van thoro is six foot wide and 
assays made in tho last iow dayB ran vety 
high, somo ovon up to $700 in gold to the 
ton. ArrangomoutB havo been made for a 
pack train to carry a ton of oro to Alberni, 
whenco it will bo shipped to Tacoma for 
troatniont, so that a proper idea may bo ob- 
tained of what tho vein will averago. 

Tho White Horso claim, also owned by 
Mr. McQuillan and associates, haB an im- 
mense body of galona ore which can bo 
worked very cheaply. Naturo haa indeed 
alroady deno considerable mining on that 
claim by dotaohing a great mass ot oto from 
tho voin and throwing it down tho atcop 
Bido of the mountain into tho basin, where it 
lios all ready to be broken up and shipped. 
ThoNimrod, owned by tho eamo pooplo, is 
just over tho top of the mountain from tho 
King Solomon, and is also a very promising 
piece of property. 

While Mr Chill was nt China crook 
l hero was considorablo excitement 
over a plucer find on Hiawatches creek, 
Borne tivo miles from China creek, and 
proapectora were Hocking in overy day 
to that district and alBo to China creek, 



where placor mining as well ob quartz ia re- 
coiving considerable attontion with good re- 
sults. So far, however, tho surface had 
merely been scratohod ovor on China creek, 
but Messrs, Garrett it Jones, who have a 
mile and a half on tho croek, wero working 
down to bod rook, and os everywhere good 
pay dirt was found they expeot to make 
some rich finds whon they get down to bed 
rock. Mr. Child had aomo grand trout 
fishing up on China creek, and on hia way 
baok over the road to Nanaimo mot somo 
men at Camuron lake who were bringing 
homo with them 250 poundB of trout they 
had caught.

I am not insolvent 
nor am I about to abscond. I intend to ro- 
main in tho province and reaumo my buHi- 
ness, and will bo able to meot all my 
liabilitioa. Thoy aay that rich men find 
their harvost in hard times, but my othor 
creditors, 1 am glad to say, aro not rich 
men, and I do not think they will adopt tho 
sudden and poeuliar methods that Mr.

eocrotly tried, there ia little chance of thoir 
escaping, oven if they are innocent of the 
crimes of which they are accused. When 
onoo auoh a mode of denunciation and trial 
ie ordainod for anarohista, it will be com- 
paratively oaey to extend tho provisions of 
tho draconian law to other classes of 
oriminals. It ia very dangeroua to 
Uko from men accused of crime 
almoBt everything that guarantees them a 
fair' trial. It is aurely better that a few 
anarchists ahould escape tho punishment 
they doBerve than that the courtB of juatice 
should bo mado tho instruments of tyranny. 

It ia said that tho anarchiats have a 
morbid lovo of notoriety, that it is chiefly 
to bo talked about and stared at and mado 
heroes of that they commit crime. If, it is 
argued, anarchists who commit crime are 
Becretly tried and privately executed or con- 
signed to silent prisons in which they will 
bo dead to tho world, thoir principal motive 
for committing crimo will bo taken from 
them. We are not lurpriaod to find that 
this icuouniiig, plausible as it ia, iB not con- 
sidered conclusive by the British pooplo, 
and by many liberal-minded and humane 
persons in Franou.

THE SAULT OANAL. 

The Sault Canal will, in a very short 
time, b3 completed. Canada will then have 
& waterway of her own from Lako Superior 
to the ocean. It was in order that eho 
ahould be independent in thia reapect that 
the Sault Canal was conatructed. It was 
found thu when the United Statea could 
tind a pretext it was ready to aubject Cana- 
dian shipping to very great inconvenience. 
The only caDal connecting Like Superior 
v» ithL ,ko Huron was through American terri- 
tory, and of course under the control of the 
Government of the United States. 
Tha paesago was a very important 
one, and it was not well from 
many points of view that it ahould be in the 
power of a foreign nation either to place 
restrictions on Canadian shipping passing 
through it or to exclude such shipping from 
it altogether. When, therefore, the Gov- 
ernment of the Dominion determined to 
build a canal on the Canadian aide of tho 
boundary, Canadians of all parties approved 
of the coursi it was taking. 

It waa estimated that the canal would 
not coal mcu'e than a million of dollars. It 
has taken two millions and a half to con- 
struct it. But the work is in every 
respect a masterpiece of engineering 
skill. It is 18,000 feet in length, including 
the approaches, and it haa a lock 900 feet 
long by CO feet wide and 20 feet 3 inches 
deep. It is calculated that it will accom- 
modate easily all the vessels that are likely 
to pasB through it for many yoars to come. 
The traffic through tho Sault Caual is very 
great, much greater than anyono who is not 
acquainted with the trade of that part of 
the continent has any idea of, and it is 
likely to increaao at a rapid ruto. The con- 
struction of tho Sault Ste. Marie Canal is 
the completion of the magnificent canal 
eystem of tho Dominion which was com- 
menced nearly one hundred yeare ago. It 
has coat Cunuda the enormous Bum of 
seventy-one millions of dollars, and tho ex- 
penditure han not yot ceased. It is pro- 
posed to deepen and onlargo tho canals of 
tho system in order that ocean ships may 
bo ahlo to go through tho continont to tho 
western extremity of I/iko Superior. 



RETROQRADINd. 



It would appear that froodom in Franco 
has taken a few otops backwarda. Tho 
assassination of ProBidont Carnot haacausod 
the hatred and tho fear of the anarchists to 
produce effects dangorous to liberty. Tho de- 
termination to stamp out anarchy and to 
make the punishment of anarchists swift 
and certain haa oaused the introduction of 
a law which may prevent tho fair trial of 
criminals and greatly restrict tho froodom of 
the preaa. 

Thia law donies tho accused anarchiat tho 
privilege of baing tried by a jury of his 
peera. It makes tho trial secret, and it for- 
bids the newspapers undor sovero 
ponultios to publiah roporta of tho 
procoodinge. It givoa a terrible power to 
informors. Tho punishments aro sovoro, 
and when suoh extraordinary measures are 
taken to secure oonviction tho natural con- 
clusion ia that they will bo morollosaly in- 
flicted. Whon men who are detostod and 
feared by tho great bulk of tho peoplo aro 
denounced by professional informers and 



damages ? Who haa gainod by the Btrike 
and what has been gained ? The cause 
of labor haa not, as far aa wo can 
aee, gained . in the least. On the 
contrary, thoro ia to-day loaa aympathy with 
labor atrugglee in the Unitod Statea than 
there wua two months ago, and vastly leos 
oonfidonoo in tho wiadom and self-restraint 
of both the loaders and tho mombora of labor 
organizations. Tho alarm for tho public 
safety oausod by the lawless acta of atrikera 
and their sympathisers has in the United 
States producod a fooling in favor of roprea- 
sion by phyBioal force, that may boforo very 
long find expression in stringent laws and in 
moBflures providing for on increaao of tho 
Btanding army of tho Republic. We 
very much fear when tho accounts, ire 
balanced that tho losaea to all olaeaeB aro 
very groat and tho gain to thoso in whoso 
interests tho atriko and boycott wore de- 
clared can only bo represented by a minus 
figuro, it being much less than nothing.

A WIDE DIFFERENCE. 

Tho Houoo of Lords did not like Sir Ver- 
non Harcourt'a Budget. It waa stigmatized 
by Lord Salisbury as a moasure which rob 
bod tho rich to benefit tho poor. Yet, much 
as they disliked it, tho Lords did not ven- 
ture to oither alter it to suit thoir views, or 
to throw it out altogether. They know that 
tho House of Commons haa the power of the 
purao and they respootod its prerogative. 

How differont has been tho course pur- 
sued by tho United States Senate with re- 
spect to the tariff. Tho initiation of 
money bllla 1b by the constitu- 
tion the exclusive privilege of the 
House of Representatives. The power of 
amendment is the only one that the Senate 
possesses. The same prinoiple underlies 
both the unwritten law of the British Par- 
liament and the written provision of the 
Constitution of tho United Statea ; it is : 
that as the pooplo pay the taxes their repre- 
Bontativoe ahould have the power to impose 
thorn and to direct their expenditure. This 
principle, as we see, is recognized and aoted 
upon by the British Houao of Lords, but it 
ia ignored and treated with contempt 
by the United States Senate. Yet 
there are millions of Americans 
who believe that the British people are 
crushod under the iron heel of monarchy, 
aided and uphold by a bloated aristocracy, 
whilo the peoplo of tho United States are 
sovereign and should always be printed 
with a big P. 

Tho Portland Oregonian aees the differ- 
ence we have just notieod, and comments 
upon it. It says : " Nothing could be moro 
objectionable to the House of Lords than 
the income tax, in which it concurred with 
only a wry face. But the Senate tore 
the House tariff bill to pieces to 
carry out its bargain with the 
sugar truBt and protoct the interest of the 
Senatorial mining ayndioate. The drift of 
constitutional development is in opposite 
directions in the two nations." 

It may be said that the Houao of Lords 
dare not alter or reject the money bills 
sent up to it by the House of Common!, 
that the peoplo would fiercely reBent any in- 
fringement by the Upper House on tho pre- 
rogative of the Commons. This ia no 
doubt true, but why are not the peo- 
ple of the United Statea equally 
jealous of tho peculiar powers of the Houbb 
of Rapreaentatlvea ! Why do they 
stand quietly by and tee a body which does 
not represent them, in order to carry out 
iniquitous bargains with truata and ayndi- 
cates made by some of ita members, nullify 
an important tariff measure which had been 
initiated and carried by the. body which 
does reproaont thom. Are they willing to 
submit to treatment from a set of purchase- 
able legislators whioh the people of Great 
Britain would not for a moment tolorato 
from a venerable branch of tho Legislature 
composed of men whoae integrity in tho per- 
formance of thoir public duties iB unqueB- 
tionablu V

Other countries 
besides the Unitod States Buffered loss and 
inconvonionco from tho strike. And thoro 
aro losses thut cannot bo calouluted 
dollars and ootitB. Who ia to estimato tho 
anxiety and sorrow and suffering which the 
strike caused and is still causing to millions? 
Tho effocta, both moral and matorlal, of 
diaturbancoa liko the groat railway atriko 
do not cooao whon tho agitation has to all 
appoaranoo subsided, Tho injury to mind, 
body and estate which such a convulsion in- 
fliots is not ropairnd in a day or a year. 
Muoh of it is, in faot, irreparable.

Cholera ill Marseilles and .Other 
Places on the Continent 
of Europe. 

Gladstone's Aga His Only Drawback 
—Agricultural Party in 
the Commons. 



London, Aug. 1. — The Spanish consul at 
Marseilles having tologruphod that cholera 
ib epidemic there, that the number of 
deaths daily is very largo and that tho au- 
thorities are conoealing tho aotual situation, 
the government has orderod stringent pre- 
cautions to be taken at all Spanish frontier 
porta. A medical commission will be sent 
to Marseilles with instructions to report 
the facts. The Governor of Warsaw has 
forbiddon the usual pilgrimage of O.enBto- 
chow on account of tho prevalonco of 
cholera. 

The Governor General of Crete was fired 
at on Tuesday and slightly wounded in the 
head. 

Word has been received of tho Bafo ar- 
rival of tho steamer Windemard at Arch 
angol, RuBBia, with the Jackson Polar expe- 
dition on board. 

Cholera haa boen raging for a week in 
several districts of tho Duchy of Bukowina, 
Austria. The disease is spreading rapidly 
in Poland. 

One of forty caBks of gold, valued at 
$50,000, which was recently Bhinpad hy 
Lizard Frorea St. Co., of Mew York, w»« 
stolen between Havro and Paris. There in 
no oluo to either tho thief or the mauner in 
which tho cask was abstracted, 

Quinn and Cantwell, tbo two London 
anarchists who, tho day provious to the 
opening of the Tower bridge, made epoeches 
tending to incite tho people to murder 
members of tho royal family, were sen- 
tenced to six months' imprisonment oach. 

Tho budget statement of Victoria, Aus- 
tralia, shows that tho year's deficit amounts 
to £065,000, and recommends further 
economies in tho public service. It ia sug- 
gested that tho tarill of 18912 ba modified, 
and that sparkling and other winos rovert 
to tho old tariff duty, 13 shillings per 
galloc 

The Duke of Argyll, several clergy and 
numerous members of the House of Com- 
mons, amonp them Sir J. E Gorat and Mr. 
Justice McCarthy, huvo joined tho new 
" Antilynch " committee, formed to act in 
concort with a similar committee in the 
Cnited States. 

Lord Winchelsea, presiding at a mooting 
of the Agricultural Onion, said that 150 
parliamentary candidates in tho coming 
general election wero plodgod to support 
the organizition. This, ho said, promised a 
strong party in tho House of Commons in- 
dependent of ordinary party linos, and 
Caring solely for the farming interests. 

The Mayor of Marseilles officially denies 
that cholera is epidemic there. Ho says 
the death rate is no higher now than it 
haB been for two years, and that quarantine 
againBt the city is unj jBtifiablo. 

The Chester Courant says that Prince 
Adolphus of Teck haa boen betrothed to 
Lady Margaret, daughter of the Duke of 
Westminster. 

Cholera is raging in tho duchy of Buko- 
wina, Austria. 

Gladstone in his reply, declining the in- 
vitation of the representatives of America 
to visit America, states that his old uge is 
the only obstacle to an aoceptanco. 

The horses attachod to a carriage in 
which Prince Bismarck waa riding on Mon- 
day near Varsin becoming unmanageable, 
plungod into a bog by the roadside, 
marck waa not hurt.

and conditions therein montloned: 

Am> WlIKRKAS tho Municipal Council of 
tho Corporation of Lho City cf Victoria has 
purchased cortaln lnnds ndjoining and tying to 
tho wcatof Rosa Bay Cemotery, being Sections 
80 and 81 a, Fairfield Farm Estate, Victoria 
City, for cemotery purpOHCH, under tho powers 
conferred by tho Municipal Act, 1892, and 
nmondmonts theroto; 

And Whereas the Council of thosaid Cor- 
poration has acquired cortain other lanil ad- 
joining and lying to tho oast of Roes Bay Cem- 
etery aforesaid, bul:>g Lot 9, Division I, of Sec- 
tion xix. Victoria District, now Victoria City, 
containing '2.82 acres more or lesa, for cemetery 
purposes, as an addition to that portion of Boss 
Bay Cornctory now hold by the Church of Eng- 
land but subject to the provisions of tho Com 
otory Ordinanco Amendment Act, 1870. 

And WHEREAS under and by vlrtuo of Bub- 
section 27 of section 101 of tho said Municipal 
Act, 1892, tho said Council is authorized to make 
by-lawa (Intor alia) to tirovido for tho regula- 
tion of comoterles : 

And WiiKitKAs it is oxpediont to repeal the 
Hos3 Bay Cometory By-law. 1879, and to mako 
certain now rules and regulations for the regu- 
lation of tho Bald Ross Bay Cemotory land and 
lands adjacent thereto to bo used for Coinotery 
purposes : 

And Whereas It is doomed ndvlaablo that 
tho Bald additional lands which huvo been ac- 
quired by tho said Corporation of the City of 
Victoria for cometory purposes as hereinbefore 
rocited, Bhall togcthor with lho land formerly 
known ag tho Rohb Bay Cemotery land hero- 
ufcor and for tho purposes of this By-law, bo 
known as tho " Rous Bay Cemotory." 

THEREFORE tho Municipal Council of lho 
Clly of Victoria enacts as follows: 

1. Tho Roes Bay Cemetery By-law, 1879, ia 
heroby repealed and tho following By-Uw sub-

2. Tho land formorly ojillcd or known aB tho 
Robs Bay Cometory land together with tho 
additional lands adjacent thereto which havo 
boon acquired by tho Corporation of tho Clly of 
Victoria for cometory purposes as hereinbefore 
rocited, Bhall hcreaftorand for tho purposoa of 
thiB By-law, bo called or known as " Tho Boss 
Bay Comotory." 

3. Tho words "Comotory," "Committee," 



"8ocrotary" and" Carotakor " boroln Bhall 
mom and rotor to the Standing Cemotory Com- 
mittoo ; tho Socrotary and tho Caretakor of tho 
Cemetery respectively, for tho timo being, 
appointed by tho Council of tho Corporation of 
tho City of Victoria. 

Tho torm "holdor" of a lot or lota Bhall In- 
clude and moan any poraon or p-rsons, society 
or corporation to whom a licenso or licenses 
to ubo the samo for burial purposes has or havo 
bcou granted Inacconlauco with tho provisions 
of this by-law. 

LOTS. 

1. Tho Corporation of tho City of Victoria 
will grant to any porson or porsons paying tho 
foes therofor, according to tho tcalo of foea 
hereinafter provided for (in section 12 of this 
by- law), a llcenso for tho oxcluslvo uoo by him, 
her, or thorn, or his, hor or their executora or 
adminiatratora, of any lot or lots which may be 
vacant and unliconaed in tho said Ross Bay 
Comotory (oxcopt those containod in tho por' 
tlons of tho said Comotory known as blocks A. 
B. C. D. & H. shown on tho plana died in tho 
office of tho Secrotary) and upon payment of 
tho Bald f oos, Buch person or porsons shall be 
ontitlod to rocoivoa license in tho form "A" 
attachod to this by law. 

5. Tho liconso roforred to in tho last preced- 
ing section shall bo subject to tho following 
regulations, as If ombodiod theroln In full, and 
to tho regulations contained in this By-law ( jr 
any other that may bo passed by tho Council 
from tlmo to time), which said regulations shall 
apply to every por ion of tho Cemetery, unleBB 
otherwise provided. 

(A ) No poraon shall bo granted a llcenso in 
respect to more than six contiguous lots, three 
only tf which shall abut upon uny gravel road. 
Tho bizo of lot shall bo four foot by eight 
foot. 

(ii.) No lot shall bo used for any other 
purpose thin aa a burial nlaco for tho dead; 
and i o treoj within tho lot shall bo planted, 
removed, cut down or destroyed, without tho 
consent of tho Caretaker. 

) The holder of any lot or lota shall not 
allow interments to bo made thoreln for re- 
muneration, nor transfer or dispose of tho same 
except as hereinafter provided. 

(D ) The holdor of any lot or lots Bhall havo 
tho right to enclose same and to oroot pro- 
per stones, monuments, or sepulchral Btruc- 
tures thereon, and cultivate trees, shrubs or 
planta to adorn eume, but only In accordance 
with tho rulca and regulations of tho Cemo- 
tery. 

(E.) If any trees or shrubs shall by moans of 
their roots, branches or otherwise, become de- 
trimental to tho adjacent lots or roads, or un- 
sightly, or Inconvenient to passengers, It shall 
be tho duty of tho Caretakor and ho shall havo 
tho rightunder directions fr.m tho Cemetery 
Committee to remove audi trees as are thus 
detrimental, unsightly, or Inconvenient. 

0'.) If any monument, enclosure or any 
structure whatever, or any Inscription bo 
placed in or upon any lot, which shall be deter- 
mined by tho Cometory Committee improper 
or injurious to tho appearance of the surround- 
ing lots, the said Committee or the Caretaker, 
acting under tholr instructions, shall havo tho 
right and it shall bo his duty, if Instructed by 
tho Committee, toentor upon such lot and re- 
move thceaid oifenslvo or improper object or 
objoets. 

TRANSFER OF LOTS. 

6. If tho holder of any lot or lots in any por- 
tion of tho Cemotory other than in tho blocks 
known as Blocka ABC D and H, shall, at any- 
time have no use for and bo desirous of dis- 
posing of or transfoirlng same to another, ho or 
eho shall first obtain too consont in writing of 
tho Coinotery Commlttco and furnish tho Sec- 
retary with full particulars as to tho name, ad- 
dress, occupation or other description of tho 
party to whom such disposal or transfer is do- 
sired to bo mado, and in the event of tho Ceme- 
tery Committeo consenting to such disposition 
or transfer, tho tamo shall bo effected by an 
endorsement, signed by tho Secretary, to thnt 
effect, upon tho license Issued In respect to such 
lot or lots. 

7. Tho conBont If granted by Uio Committee, 
shall bo recorded by tho Socrotary with par- 
ticulars In tho Book to bo kept for that purpose 

8. Whonovor any lot or lots in tho portion of 
tho Cemotery known as Blocks A. B, C. D. and 
II. is or are dlspoeed of or transferred from ono 
holdor to another lho owner or owners of tho 
said Blocks A, B. C. D. and II. respectively, or 
tho agent or agents of such owier or owners, 
respectively shall, directly tho samo shall como 
to his ortheirknowledgo, ropcrt tho particulars 
of tho disposal or transfer to tho Socrotary, and 
the Socrotary shall, thereupon, enter the Same 
in tho proper records. 

BOUNDARIES of lots. 

S. Tho holdor of each lot shall, under tho 
direction of tho Caretaker, erect at his or her 
expense euitablo landmarks of atono at tho cor. 
ners thereof, such corner posts not to Btnnd 
above ground more than three inches. 

10, Kejices and railings, walls (oxcept in tho 
c iso of a vault or a brick grave) and hedges in 
and around lots are prohibited, but cut stono or

IMPROVEMENT AND CARE OF LOTS. 

H. Tho holder of any lot or lots shall keep th 
samo properly grade! and turfed, and havo tho 
grass regidarly mown and kept green and froo 
from weeds, and koop in proper repair all stones 
or monuments erectod on the same; such work 
and repairs to ho done to tho satisfaction of the 
Caretaker or Cemotory Committee. And in 
ordor to facilitate tho keeping of lots in ordor, 
arrangements may be made to have tho ncces 
sary work dono at tho followiog rates (In so lar

All Btones with rough butts sh»ll bo aot at 
least two feot bolow tho Burfaco, on a founda- 
tion four foot in dopth, and such stonos shall 
not bo less than four inches in thlcknoss nor 
more than two feot In holght abovo ground. 

MONUMENTS and vaults. 

1G. All monuments, and all partB of vaults 
that shall bo permitted above ground, Bhall bo 
mado of cut stono, granito or marblo. Tho 
foundations of nionumonts must bo carefully 
laid in stono to a dopth of not leaa than six foot 
from tho surface of tho ground. 

17. No vault shall bo orooted wholly, or 
In part, abovo ground without permis- 
sion of tho Comotory Committee, and such 
must bo furnishod with shelves having divisi- 
ons allowing interments to bo made separately 
and permanently soalod ao aa to prevont tho 
oscapo of unpleasant ellluvla. 

18. Tho walla of vaults shall bo confined 
dthin tho limits of tho promises, and they 

shall, including tho arches, bo built of atono at 
least 18 Inchea thick, and on the insldo with 
hard bi leks four inches thick, leaving a Bpaco 
of two Inches bolwoon tho Btono wall and 
brickwork to prevent dampness ; or of brick- 
work of two thlcknotBCs, having a twelvo 
Inch wall on tho outside and un eight Inch wall 
on tho inside, leaving a two inch Interval, thcao 
walls and arrhes to bo of hard brick, carefully 
cemented : If tho vault is abovo ground or 
partly above ground thore shall bo double iron 
doors, with at least a space of 18 inches be- 
tween tho outer and inner doors, ontranco to 
bo indicated by a euitablo stono sunk In tho 
ground . 

19. All steps to lots or vaults shall bo of solid 
cut stono with side piocos and placed on a good 
stonu foundation. 

. Brick gravos must havo eight inch walls 
of the best hard brick laid In Portland cement, 
and clean sharp sand properly mixed in tho 
proportions of three to ono. 

21. The holdor of any lot or lots who may wish 
, erect monuments, construct vaults, or have 
tho boundaries of his or her lot moro fully do- 
d. unist tlrsc apply to tho Caretakor on tho 
prernlsoa who must bo present to ovorsoe such 
erection and construction. 

2. No person shall undortnko or oxecuto any 
work of a permanent character in connection 
with tho beautifying.

23, No porson may obtain a pormlt to carry- 
on tho work of a gardener In reapect to any lot 
or lota, giavo or graves In tho Comotory, unlo.-s 
ho can produce a certitlcato from his formor 
employer that ho Is a compotent practical gnr- 
doncr, also certificate from reliable persons as 
to hla character for honoaty, sobriety and gen- 
eral good behavior. 

21. The holder of any lot or lots may employ 
gaidenorsothor than tho above by giving an 
ordor in writing for tho work to bo dono men- 
tioning bis or her address, tho namo of tho por- 
son employed and the number of tho lot or lots 
to bo Improved, which order, if ondorsod by tho 
Chairman of the Comotory Committeo, will en- 
title the bearer to proceed with tho work.

52. No horso shall bo loft by tho driver un- 
fustoned. or where ho may do injury. 

53. No picnic party will be admitted to tho 
grounds.

50. All persons arc prohibited from picking 
any flower, wild or cultivated, or breaking any 
shrub or trees. 

57. All persons aro prohibited breaking, re- 
moving or displacing rocks in any rockwoik. 

58. All poraona aro prohibited from writing 
upon, dofaclng or injuring any monument, 
fenco or other structure, or any tree In or bo- 
longing to tho cemotery. 

69. Any peraonB disturbing tho quiet and 
good order ot tho placo by noiBO or othor lm- 
propor oonduct, or who Bhall violate any of tho 
foregoing rules, will bo compollod instantly to 
loavo tho grounds, 

00. Tho gates aro open for ontranco at 7 a.m., 
and cloBod. except for egroBB, In the wlntor at 
7 p.m., and in tho summer 8 p.m. 

61. No monoy Bhall bo paid to any porson in 
tho employ of the Corporation in the Ceme- 
tery, in reward for any personal aorvices or at- 
tention. 

DUTIES OF CARETAKER. 

62. Ho shall roaldo in tho dwolllng known na 
•' Tho Lodge," at tho cemotory. 



63. Ho shall at all times, and in all respects, 
bo subject to tho direction of the Comotory 
Committee. 

111. Ho Bhall havo tho gonoral enro and cus- 
tody of tho Comotory, tho control and direc- 
tion of all tho workmen employed thoroin, and 
it shall bo hla duty tocnforcoallrulea nnd regu- 
lations rolntlng thoroto. 

05. He shall kcop such books of record, plans, 
oto., mako Buoh reports, and perform such 
othor duties appropriate to his office, as tho 
Cometory Commlttoo may from tlmo to timo 
roquiro, all of which books of record, reports, 
plans, otc, Bhall bo tho properly of lho corpora 
lion.

71. Ho shall dig and prepare, or cause to bj 
dug nnd prepared, tho gravo or graves re- 
quired wheriHVor ordored by tho Secretary, or 
any porson acting for him.

72. Tho Carotakor 1b prohibited from taking

83. Ho shall pay over ull moneys received by 
Dim as rates or feea, at loast once a rxonth to 
tho City Treasurer.

SPECIAL WORK OF REPAIRS, IMPROVEMENTS 
Oil DRAINAGE, 

85. Whenever tho Corporation of tho City of 
Victoria shall deem It advisublo lo undertake or 
oxecuto any spocial work ot repairs. Improve- 
ment or druiuogo of tho Cemotory or any por- 
tion thereof, tho Municipal Council of the Bald 
Corporation may under tho provisions, of tho 
Cemotory Ordinance Amondmont Act, 1879, 
Soction 11, assess, levy and collect tho amounts,

Any person who wilfully dostroys, muti- 
lates, dofaces, injures or removes any tomb, 
monument, gravo stono, or othor structure 
placed in thoComotory, orany work forthopro- 
tection or ornamont of tho Cometory, or of any 
tomb.monumont.gravostonoor othorotructuro 
aforesaid or lot within tho Cemotory, or wil- 
fully dostroy-B, cuts, breaks or Injures any tree, 
shrub or plant, or pluyB at any gamo or sport, 
or discharges firearms (savo at a military 
funoral), or who wilfully and unlawfully dis- 
turbs poisons aasornblod for tho purposo of

CAPTAIN VANCOUVER. 

Ilia Eploratlons In 17l)3-Tho Mainland Coast 
from Naas Northward. 

D tirint; tho autumn of 17!>3, Captain 
Vancouver explored and surveyed tho 
mainland const from Nans, northward, 
including Observatory Inlet and Portland 
Canal. In Salmon Cove tho ships woro 
left at anchor. Tho tents, observatory, 
chronoruotors and instruments woro sent 
onshore, and Mr. Whidbey, tho officer in 
charge, had orders to make all necessary 
observations for correcting tho errors and 
ascertaining thu rate of the chronometers. 

Preparations were then made for con- 
tainuing tho explorations northward. 
Two bouts, supplied with ton days' pro- 
visions, departed to examine the easterly 
sido of tho arm. Tho Discovery's yawland 
launch woro supplied with provisions for 
a fortnight. Lieutenant Swaine and 
Captain Vancouver took tho launch, and 
Mr. Puget, with Mr. Monzies, tho yawl. 
Departuro was made on tho 24th of July. 

Up to tho 3rd of August was sponl in 
examining tho arms of tho sea so numer- 
ous in that locality, until thoy roached 
Cape Fox. Next day thoy came to a 
place which Vancouver named. Foggy 
Point, and dined there. Thoy observed 
an extentive opening towards tho west 
which was considered to be a continuation 
of tho Canal do Rovilla Oigodo. A 
week had passed, during which time they 
continued close inshore, and amongst 
numerous inlets. Tho shores showed 
great quantities of slate rock. The sur- 
rounding country consisted of huge masses 
of steep, barren, rocky mountains, 
destitute of soil, whose summits woro 
perpetually covered with snow. 

A curious rock is duscribed by Captain 
Vancouver. " It resembled, in tho dis- 
tance, a ship under sail. On the baBo of 
this singular rock, which from its resem- 
blance to tho light house off Plymouth, 
I called tho "New Eddystone," we 
stopped to have breakfast ; and whilst wo 
were thus engaged throe small canoes 
with about a dozen of the natives landed 
and approached us unarmed, and with the 
utmost good humor accepted such pre- 
sents as were offered to them j making 
signs in return that they had brought 
nothing to dispose of, but invited us in 
the most pressing manner to their habi- 
tations, whore they gave us to understand 
they had lish, skins, and other things in 
great abundance to barter for our com- 
modities, amongst which blue cloth 
Beemed to be the most esteemed. 

They pointed out tho situation of their 
residence to bo on the eastern shore, but 
as that was behind us, and as we had m> 
time for unnecessary delays, their civil 
entreaties were declined, and we departed 
from tho New Eddystone, which is cer- 
tainly a very remarkable rock. Its cir- 
cumference, at its base, is about fifty 
yards, standing perpendicularly on a sur- 
face of line, dark-colored sand. It is 
ontiroly detached, at a distance of two 
miles from the eastern and one from the 
western shore of tho inlet, in latitude 
55 = £9, longitude 229 ° (131 ° )15. its 
surface is uneven, and its diameter regu- 
larly decreases to a few feet at its apex, 
which is nearly flat, and seemed to bo in 
every direction perpendicular to tho 
centre of its base ; its height by a rude 
measurement was found to be upwards of 
250 feet. Tho fissures and small chasms 
in its sides, quite up to its summit, 
afforded nourishment to some small pine 
trees and various shrubs. Tho south and 
eastern part of its base is an entiro bed 
of sand ; to the north, about two hun- 
dred yards from it, extended a ledge of 
rocks, that stretched a small distance, 
and was visible only at low tide, beyond 
which the bottom was unfathomable with 
our lines." 

After continuing the explorations until 
the 10th of August, the time, says Van- 
couver, was expired for which our pro- 
visions had been supplied, andwewere now 
120 miles from tho ships by tho nearest 
route wo could pursue, It was extremely 
mortifying to rellect that after all our 
exertions not one point had been gained 
to facilitate the progress of the vessels, 
as tho way by which wo had advanced 
thus far was infinitely too intricate for 
them, aed if the want of provisions should 
now oblige us to return before we could 
determine tho extent of this spacious in- 
let, which still continued to be between 
two and three miles wide, our labors 
would become ineffectual because it would 
bo necessary that the space should bo 
traversed again, to accomplish what wo 
might be compelled to leave unfinished. 
I therefore determined to proceed in the 
main channel, to ascertain the truth of tho 
information derived from the natives, or 
to discover some eligible passage, by 
which tho vessels might advance towards 
the extent of our present researches." 

They continued to trace tho northeast 
shore until they came to a large bay, to 
which was given tho name of Burroughs 
Bay, and then took a direction somewhat 
southwesterly until the channel decreased 
to less than a mile in width, between 
Point Lees and Point Whaley four miles. 
On the tatter point was found tho re- 
mains of of a deserted village, the largest 
they had seen for some time, which 
would contain at least ,'JOO or 400 people, 
who appeared to have quitted it not many 
months before ..." Monday tho 
Pith— proceeded to tho southward, with 
little doubt of finding by that course our 
way back to tho station of the vessels, 
from whence we were now at least 140 
miles distant. 

On the following day the party was 
attacked by a large number of Indians, 
who at first pretended to be friendly. 
Vancouver was obliged to lire upon them, 
when those in tho small canoes jumped 
into tho sea, whilst those in the large 
ones by getting all on one sido, raised 
the opposite side of their canoes, so that 
they wore in a measure protected, and in 
that way scrambled sideways to the shore. 
Two of Vancouver's men, Bretton and 
Bridgeman, woro wounded just before tbo 
order was given to liro. The scene of the 
encounter was named Escape Point, and 
a small opening near by — Traitor's Cove. 
Tho first island thoy came to was named 
Proton Island, after the wounded sailor.

WAR FORMALLY DECLARED.

ensign. Tho Naniwa delayed firing upon 
the warohip and then the transport croaaed 
tho bow of tho N*niwa, and tho lattor fired 
a blank shot and signalled the transport to 
stop. In the meantime the Onihi Yuen had 
approaohed under tho Naniwa'a stern, and 
within a distance of about 300 metres, she 
ditcha'g-id a torpedo which missed tho 
Japanese warship. The Naniwa opened fire 
upon tho Chihi Yuod, and tho Yoshino 
joined in the aotion. The Chihi Yuen finally 
fled and was pursued. The Chinese Bhip, 
however, was not ovortakon. 

The sceond Chinese warship, tho Kuwanit, 
bad in tho meantime boon engaged 
with the Japanese cruiser Akitsueu 
but like tho Chihi Yuen sho finally fled and 
took refuge between tho ehoro and a shoal. 
The transport carried six guns and had 100 
soldiers on board. Tho captain of tho 
transport Burrenderod but tho soldiori on 
board her refused to do ao and resistod oap- 
ture. The Naniwa waB ultimately obliged 
to open fire upon tho tratiBport and eventu- 
ally lank her. The captain and othdre 
were rescued by the boats of the Naniwa. 
It waa afterwarda diacovered that tho trans- 
port was a Britiah ateumer, tho Kow 
Shunp. She had on board four chiefs of 
battalion and fifteen colonels of tho Chinese 
army in addition to the soldiers reforred to 
" Tho Japanese government, as Boon as it 
was informed of tho Bioking of tho Britiah 
ahip, exproased ita rogret, deolaring to tho 
ohargo d'affaires that if, after an inquiry 
into the subject had been made, Japan was 
shown to be in the wrong, the Japaneao 
government was prepared to mako full 
reparation for the loaa suatained." 

The naval ongagemontof Julylif) should 
not have been confounded with the battle 
fought on July 30, nor ahould the Chihi- 
Yuen, a ChinoBe unarmed ship of 2,300 tons, 
in the first encountor bo confounded with 
the Chinose armoured battloship Chon Yuan, 
7,500 tons, reportod sunk in tho second fight. 
FIFTEEN HUNDRED JAPANESE KILLED, 
SHANGHAI, 10:30 a.m.— Tho Chineae 
minister will loave Tokio to morrow. The 
light has boon retnovtd from tho mouth of 
the Shing river. E'ght Ruasiau warahipa 
are reported to ha about to sail from Vlad- 
ivostok. Fifteen hundred Japanese wore 
killed at Yaehan. 

London, Aug. 1.— The "Standard" de- 
nounoea the Japanese for sinking tho Kow 
Shuog. It saya : " Tho protextB for the 
war aro aa flimsy aa any ever advanced. 
If a further and more disastrous coolliot 
cannot be prevented, it will unquestionably 
bo because the Japanese huvo resolved upon 
war and that nothing shall divert them 
from their policy." 

Tho Standard warns tho Japanese that 
if in the earlior stages of tho fighting thoy 
curry off tho honors, there is a patient and 
resourceful onduranco about the Chinese 
that is likely to embarrass and tire oven a 
more powerful foe than Japan. It advises 
the Japancae to awake to tho probability 
that Europeans will interfere, saying that 
if tho report about tho Kow Shung is true 
Japan will also havo to reckon with Great 
Britain, which I as every reaBon to assert 
its position in the most uncompromising 
manner. 

Tho Times says : " Such explanations aB 
Japan haa put forth are certainly not the 
sort that will diminish the indignation of 
China or gain the sympathy of other powers. 
The Japanese may have real excuses for 
the action of their sailors ; if so, it is high 
time they produced them, as the world ia 
getting anxiouB to know." 

DESISON DENOUNCED. 

The Douehty Colonel's Anti-United States I)e 
Uverances Vigorously Reprobated. 

London, Aug. 1, — Prof. Johnston, presi- 
dent of tho Suffolk colonial college, where 
twenty-eight students are training for farm 
life in Canada, has in to day's newspapers a 
letter strongly denouncing Col. Decison's 
recent utterances against the United States 
He aaya : Ths result of stirring up ill-will 
botwoen countries so situated aa tho United 
States and Canada must be lamentable in 
tho extreme. Thn only right and prudent 
course is to foster tho firm friendship which 
is steadily increasing among the English 
Bpoaking peoples of tho world.

ANOTHER CHICAGO FIRE. 

Tho Worst In Twenty-two Ycars-The Lumber 
District liunied Completely Over. 

CuiCAtiO, Aug. 1.— The flames to-night 
destroyed more property and in a shortur 
spaco of timo than any tiro which has visitod 
Chioago since tho big contligration in 1872. 
Over $3,000,000 worth of lumber, elootrical 
apparatus, cars, car wheels, castings, atovo 
patterna, buildings, and other matorial woro 
consumed in a blazing furnace of ovor a milo 
and a quarter in length, Tho acono of the 
firo waa what is known aa tho lumber dis- 
trict. Tho territory burned over was 
bounded by Ashland avenue on tho East, 
tho south branch of the Chicago river on 
the South, Blue island uvenuo on the North 
and Roby street on tho Woet. The fire was 
tho worst which tho dopartment has been 
called on to fight in tho last 22 years. There

Thn residents refused 
to pay them, and a oouple of Dominion 
polioe arrived at St. Jean on Thursday and 
attempted to enforce the payment of the 
duties, soiz'.ng the goods whenever payment 
was refused. This to greatly incensed the 
populace that an attempt was made to at- 
tick the policemen, and the mob was only 
kept back at the point of revolvers. More 
trouble is foarod, as the reeidents of St. 
Jetn are opposed to taxation in aoy form 
and are credited with having large interests 
in tho whiskey smuggling business. 



PLANETS OF THE MONTH. 

Meteor SuowerB Within the Next Ten Days— 
A (ilorious Sight. 

Orrin K. Harmon in his latest communi- 
cation to tho Post-Intelligencer on tho 
movements of the planotB for tho month of 
August, sayB : " Look out for tho meteor 
showors on the!kh and UJth." He goes on to 
say : 

VenuH is 128,000,000 miles from tho earth, 
being 90,000,000 miles further from ua than 
sho was Junuary 10, tho time of her groot- 
est brilliancy. She was then moro than 
eleven times as bright aa Bhc is now. On 
tho 7th she will be a visitor in the house- 
hold of tho Twins, Castor and Pollux. 
Thoy aro preparing to give their distin- 
guieed guest a brilliant reception. Tho spec- 
tator can aee tho fair trio in tho morning 
sky, Venus being about six degrees south of 
Pollux. The plauot rises at 2:13 a.m., on 
tho 1st, 2:36 a m. on tho 15th and at 3:1(1 a. 
m. on the 31st. 

Mars will soon oppear in tho eastern sky 
in the early morning. He has oroBsod the 
celestial equator, and through tho month 
will riso about twelvo degrees north of 
oast. Ho rises at I0:2'2 p.m. on tho 1st, 
9:41 p m. on tho 15th and at S:50 p.m. on 
the 31st. 

Jupiter rises thirty-five dogroos north of 
east through August. His times of rising 
aro 1 13 a.m. on the 1st, 12 2!) a.m. on the 
15th, and at 1 1 40 p.m. on the 31st. 

Saturn is slowly but surely leaving tho 
lovely Spica, and they will soon fado in 
tho twilight as evening stars in tho west. 
Thoy now appoar near tho horizon in tho 
early ovoning, tho planet setting at 10:10 
p m. on tho 1st, 9:18 p.m. on the 15th and 
ut 8:20 p m. on tho.31st. 

Arcturua shows with great Bplondor about 
four hours %vest of tho meridian in tho early 
ovoning at tho beginning of tho month. The 
Btar is a chief glory in tho western sky 
through August, September and October. 

As you look at it, romember you aro look- 
ing at a sun ono million times as largo as 
our sun. So fur away is Arcturua, that wo 
soo it by tho light which left its distant 
homo more than twenty years ago ! 

In tho jar South and a little west of tho 
meridian notico tho bright Antares in the 
constellation Soorpiua. Nearly a half 
oontury ago Gen. O. M. Mitchel, the 
patriot-astronomer, discovered that tho 
star ia double. Since Gen. Mitohol'a timo 
tho roaoarohes in double stars havo been 
groatly extended. In this work Amerioan 
astronomers have taken an important part. 
Only a few months ago tho Royal Astro- 
nomical Society of Englund awardod to 
Prof. S. W. Uurnham, of Chicago Univer- 
sity, tho gold modal for his resourchos ro- 
tating to double stars.
